REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method for scoring a match of two 
peptides comprising providing information associated with an experimental peptide, wherein the 
information comprises at lease mass spectrum information associated with the experimental 
peptide and at least one fragment, providing information associated with a candidate peptide, 
defining an extended match E and generating a stochastic model wherein the scoring of the 
extended match E is generated using the specific likelihood ratio as recited in the instant claims. 
Claims 1-11 and 25-58 have been cancelled. Claims 12-24 and 59 are allowed.
